rir individual codes. Announce- 


ment of the blanket code will de- 
pend on President Roosevelt’s ap- 
proval, and Gen. Johnson said he 
hoped to send the draft to the 
White House today. 

As exclusively told in Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, the Recovery Ad- 
ministration has been working on 
a plan whereby industries and 
firms adopting codes or signing 
preliminary agreements would be 
suthorized to display an official 
emblem showing that they had 
come into line with the program. 
The Government would urge the 
public to patronize only’ those 
firms displaying the emblem, and 
therefore, the plan would amount 
to a Government-sponsored boy- 
cott of industries which did not 


conform. 
a was learned today that this 
plan is intimately linked with the 
proposal to announce a  Dbianket- 
code. The Government has no 
power to compel any industry to 
comply with a blanket code, and 
compliance consequently, would 
have to be voluntary. However, by 
authorizing the use of official in- 
signia, and by staging a high-pow- 
ered propaganda campaign to con- 
vince the public that firms not 
displaying the insignia were “pub- 
lic enemies,” it is believed that all 

dustries would quickly be per- 

ided to come in. 

“We Do Our Part.” 

Several models of the proposed 
insignia have been studied. In vir- 
tually all of them the central fea- 
ture of the design is an American 
eagle, surmounted by the letters 
NRA, initials of the National Re- 
covery Administration. Under the 
eagle, in one model, appears the in- 
scription: ‘We Do Our Part.” In an- 
other the word “producer” appears 
under the eagle. 

There is still another model in 
which the word “consumer” appears 
at the bottom, and the suggestion 
has been made that millions of 
these be printed, to be displayed in 
the windows of homes, denoting 
that the householder uses only prod- 
ucts bearing the NRA emblem. It 
ls likely, however, that the appli- 
stion of the emblem will be re- 

icted to producers and distribu- 
ters, in the event the plan is put 
into effect. 

Factories would display it on their 
smokestacks, delivery wagons, la- 
bels, advertisements, stationery,

500,000 SAID TO HAVE 
GOTTEN JOBS DURING JUNE 


Estimate By Secretary of Labor 
Does Not Include Railroads 
and Agriculture.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Secre- 
tary Perkins today estimated that 
more than 500,000 persons found 
employment in the United States 
during June. ; 

These figures cover only the 
manufacturing and 16 non-manu- 
faturing industries, and do not take 
into consideration agriculture, rail- 
roads and other lines. 

The statement was made in con- 
nection with the monthly report of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
which showed the largest increase 
in employment in more than a 
year. 

The June figure showed a 7 per 
cent gain in employment as com- 
pared with May and an 11 per cent 
increase in payrolls as compared 
with the same month.

GENERAL, VETERAN 
OF 3 WARS, DES OF 
FREGRACKER BURN 


C. G. Morton, 72, Dies of 
Blood Poisoning—Hurt 
Entertaining Housekeep- 
er’s Niece July 4.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 18. — Ma- 
jor-General Charles G. Morton, U. 
S. A. retired, 72 years old, veteran 
of three wars, died here today from 
blood poisoning resulting from a 
Fourth of July firecracker burn. 

Gen. Morton was taken to Letter- 
man General Hospital from his 
home, near Saratoga, last night. 
He was slightly burned last July 4 
while entertaining the small niece 
of his housekeeper. 

Gen. Morton served 50 years in 
the army prior to his retirement in 
1925 and commanded the Twenty- 
ninth Division overseas in 191T- 
18. He was awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Medal, Crceix de 
Guerre, with two palms, and was 
made a commander of the French 
Legion of Honor. 

Born in Cumberland, Me., Jan. 15, 
1861, Gen. Morton was graduated 
from the United» States Military 
Academy in 1883 and from the War 
College in 1905. He served on the 
Mexican frontier, in the Philippines, 
in Panama, and was commander 
of the Hawaiian Department in 
1919-20-21. From 1922 to 1925 he 
was commandant of the Ninth 
Corps Area. 


BANKER HARRIMAN RETURNS 
TO HOSPITAL, AFTER ESCAPE

Harriman, indicted banker, was re- 
turned at 4 p. m. today to the 
nursing home from which he dis- 
appeared yesterday.

George Z. Medalie was notified 
by telephone that the 68-year-old 
man, whose mental fitness to stand 
trial has been under examination, 
had just walked into the sanita- 
rium.

The cab. driver said 
that Harriman, his clothing satur- 
ated with water, hailed him on Sev- 
enty-first street near the North 
River, told him he had just climbed 
out of the river and directed he be 
driven to the nursing home “in a 
hurry.”

Percy Fitzgerald Arrested 
When He Returns - to 
Place He Frequented Af- 
ter Several Days’ Absence 


Percy Michael Fitzgerald, ex- 
convict safe burglar, arrested last 
night in Madison for questioning in 
the kidnaping’ of August Luer, 77- 
year-old Alton bank president and. 
meat packer, had been sought by 
Department of Justice agents since 
Thursday, the third day of Luer’s 
captivity, it was learned today. 


Search for him was begun after 
Mrs. Luer had picked cut his pho- 
tograph from a group of about 25 
likenesses of criminals, as resem- 
bling.the kidnaper who knocked 
her down twice while his associates, 
aman and a woman, were seizing 
Luer in the banker’s home the 
night of July 10. 

A watch was: put immediately on 
places in Madison and other East 
Side towns known to be frequented 
by Fitzgerald, who is known to his 
associates as “The Dice-Box Kid.” 
During the time Luer was in cap- 
tivity, Fitzgerald was not seen in 
the usual places, but he turned up 
last night and was promptly ar- 
rested by Federal agents, assisted 
by East Side officers and a squad 
of St. Louis detectives. Mr. and 
Mrs. Luer are expected to view him 
today or tomorrow. 

Federal Law Violated. 

The Federal agents, arresting 
Fitzgerald, were participating 
actively in the first investigation 
of a kidnaping made by them in 
a local abduction since laws passed 
by Congress in 1932 imposed Fed- 
era) sentences on kidnapers. 

One of them, known as the Pat- 
terson act, provides a sentence 
ranging from one year to life for 
interstate transportation of a kid- 
naped person. Another, the Coch- 
ran act, provides a maximum pen- 
alty of five years’ imprisonment 
and $20,000 fine for using the mails 
to send demands for ransom as was 
done in the Luer case. 

Arrested 40 Times. 

Fitzgerald, 33 years old, has stat- 
ed he was a paper hanger on most 
of the 40 occasions on which he 
has beeu arrested in St. Louis in 
the past 21 years. He served 32 
months of a three-to-five-year term 
in Tennessee for safe burglary, be- 
ginning in 1924, and algo served a 
six months’ workhouse sentence 
here on a charge of petty larceny, 
scaled down from a felony charge 
uf possession of burglars’ tools. He 
claims residence in the 3800 block 
of Sullivan avenue. 

After Fitzgerald’s arrest he was 
taken to Police Headquarters and 
booked for investigation as a sus- 
pected holdup man. He is the sec- 
ond man arrested by Federal agents 
in the inquiry in the Luer case. 

The first, Arthur M. Cooper, pro- 
prietor of the Knickerbocker Ho- 
tel, formerly the Bluegrass, at 4040 
Olive street, was arrested last 
Thursday, after he had called Mayor 
Tom Butler of Alton on the tele- 
phone and had suggested the re- 
moval of Orville 8S. Catt, one of the 
agents appointed -by. the family to 
deal with the kidnapers. 

Released on Bond. 

Cooper, former proprietor of the 
Mineral Springs Hotel at*Alton, ad- 
mitted he had made the call, but 
explained that he was drunk at the 
time. He also admitted he had 
stated that $50,000 would be a likely 
ransom figure. He was released 
on bond last Saturday. Decision to’ 
hold him under bond was made af- 
ter it was observed that the kid- 
napers in one of their notes also 
had urged that Catt be dropped 
from the negotiations. 

According to announcement by 
the Luer family, the kidnapers 
finally released their captive with- 
out payment of ‘ransom, after a 
‘carefully laid plan to collect it had 
gone awry through delay in deliv- 
ery of the last of their letters.

WASHINGTON, July 18. — The 
| “war against the depression” has 
brought to light persons who are 
trying to revive the war-time prac- 
tice of selling Government supplies 
back to the Government at 200 to 
400 per cent profit. 

A striking example of this at- 
tempted reselling is the recent of- 
fer of .the Brimley Corporation of 
New York, wholesalers of general 
merchandise which offered the War 
Department for use by its forestry 
workers of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps, 50,000 army raincoats at 
prices ranging from 75 cents to 
$1.25. These coats, still in the army 
warehouses, were bought from the 
War Department in October, 1932, 
at 25 cents each. Had the deal 
gone through, the Brimley Corpo- 
ration would have made a profit of 
$25,000 to .$50,000. 

In the War Department and Civ- 
ilian Conservation Corps offices 
there are voluninous batches of 
correspondence relating to these 
raincoats, which were a part of 15- 
year-old World War supplies. 

Bars Company’s Bid. 

Assistant Secretary of War Harry 
H. Woodring and Quartermaster- 
General John L. Dewitt refused to 
allow the Brimley Corporation to 
offer the army coats in competition 
with manufacturers, . contending 
that the department had sold them 
to the firm as part of a $420,000 
deal with the stipulation all the 
supplies purchased ‘Were to be ex- 
ported and under no condition sold 
in this country. The War Depart- 
ment officials pointed out that at 
the time of the sale the department 
officials had no idea that the rain- 
coats would later befor use to the 
Government. The officials said that 
now they would be willing to take 
back the coats at the sale price, 
plus the cost of handling. 

J. Silverman, acting for the cor- 
poration, refused this offer, con- 
tending that the firm was offering 
the coats below the price the War 
Department was paying for similar 
coats for use by the Conservation 
Corps. The records show the War 
Department eventually paid an 
average of $2 for raincoats for for- 
estry workers. Silverman said that 
these purchases cost the Govern- 
ment about $30,000 more than the 
Brimley coats would have cost. 

An Ace in the Hole. 

The War Department, however, 
has an ace in the hole. The Brim- 
ley rporation complained that it 
had been unable to sell the Train- 
coats abroad. If the coats are not 
paid for and moved by Aug. 13, the 
contract of October, 1932, will ex- 
pire and the coats will return to 
the ownership of the Government 
and will be available for use by the 
Civilian Conservation Corps. The 
purchases from manufacturers 
rather than second-hand dealers, 
army officials said, had give: em- 
ployment to many workers. Silver- 
man countered by asserting that 
the Brimley army raincoats met all 
specifications, and pointed out the 
War Department was willing to 
take the coats back at cost, plus 
handling charge.

MISSOURI COTTON MEN 
TO GET $1,600,000 


Distribution of Benefits, Start- 
ing July 24, to Be Finished 
Within Three Weeks.

COLUMDia, Mo., July 18.—More 
than $1,600,000 in cash benefits to 
cotton growers of Southeast Mis- 
souri will be distributed, beginning 
next week, by the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration in fulfill- 
ment of its agreement with grow- 
ers cutting production. Distribu- 
tion of the funds will be completed 
within three weeks. 

Payments, C. E. Carter, in charge 
of the cotton reduction campaign 
in Southeast Missouri for the State 
College of Agriculture extension 
service, said, will start immediately 
following the Government’s accept- 
ance of individual contracts and 
tthe certification by local commit- 
tees showing that growers have 
plowed under cotton acreage 
agreed on for retirement, 

Carter further announced 7979 
farmers have entered into con- 
tracts to take out of production in 
Missouri 100,321 acres with an esti- 
mated yield of 292 pounds of lint 
cotton per acre. _Total cash pay- 
ments to growers taking cash 
benefits without option on cotton 
futures is $1,290,973. To farmers 
taking smaller cash benefits plus 
cotton options at 6 cents per pound, 
cash payments will total $401,219. 
Missouri cotton producers have 
taken options on 24,624 bales of sur- 
plus cotton on which, at present 
market prices, they will realize a 
profit of $30 a bale. 

In.addition to the 7979 contracts 
fully completed, 545 farmers have 
turned in offers which have as yet 
not been accepted for largely tech- 
nical reasons, such as lacking cer- 
tain information or signatures nec- 
essary to make them acceptable to 
the Government.

Labor: The clothing manufac- 
turers embody the provision of the 
Recovery Act guaranteeing labor 
the right of collective bargaining.

Unfair Practices. 


Unfair practices—The Clothing 
Manufacturers prohibit “the deliv- 
ery of merchandise on _  consign- 
ment or memorandum” including 
making the distributor an agent of 
the manufactured, forbids manu- 
facturing on a “cut, make and trim 
basis,” and prohibits the manu- 
facture of garments obtained with 
funds ativanced by the distributor. 
The Recovery Association prohib- 
its the manufacture of garments 
with materials supplied by the dis- 
tributér, requires uniform credit 
terms to all customers, and forbids 
sales on “consignment” by which 
in any way the seller retains a lien 
on the delivered goods.

NUT PICKERS SETTLE STRIKE 
AT HOFMANN BROS. CO. 


Firm Grants wemand of 70 Women 
for Payment of 90 Cents 
a Box. 


Settlement of a strike by 70 Ne- 
gro women nut-pickers at the Hof- 
mann Bros. Co., 700 North Second 
street, was announced today by 
William H. Parker, Negro attorney 
who acted as one of the city’s me- 
diators in the strike. Parker said 
company officials agreed today to 
pay on the basis of 90 cents a 25- 
pound box, as the strikers asked,

ORDERS ILLEGAL FENCES 
IN OPEN RANGE REMOVED 


Secretary Ickes Reverses Policy in 
Effect Since 1917 in Arizona 
and New Mexico. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Secre- 
tary Ickes today reversed the pol- 
icy of two of his predecessors and 
ordered that thousands of acres of 
public land in Arizona and New 
Mexico, alleged to have been fenced 
in illegally for many years by large 
cattle interests, be thrown open to 
public grazing. 

Under Ickes’ order, many miles 
o: fences which the Interior De- 
partment said had been illegally 
erected, must be torn down. 

The department, in announcing 
the Secretary’s decision, pointed 
rout that a law passed 
makes construction and mainte- 
nance of such fences a criminal of- 
fense punishable by fine or impris- 
onment, as well as a civil offense. 

In 1917, the department said, it 
was decided to let such fences in 
Airzona and New Mexico remain on 
the representation that it was es- 
sential as a war measure because 
of the shortage of cattle herders. 

Former Secretary Work issued 
instructions to suspend. action 
against violators of the law on June 
3, 1925, and a further order on Nov. 
21, 1927, directing that unlawful 
fences erected subsequent to his 
previous order should be removed, 
but that no action be taken against 
those who had put up and main- 
tained fences prior to that time.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 18— 
Holding company fees exacted of 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. 
Louig by its intermediate and per- 
ent holding companies were at- 
tacked as “scandalous charges,” in 
a hearing before the Public Service 
Commission yesterday on the appli- 
cation of the City of St. Louis for 
a 20 per cent reduction in domestic 
gas rates. These fees totaled $1,- 
364,909 over a period of seven ‘years. 

While the commission has refused 
to permit the inclusion of these fees 
as operating expenses, in past La- 
clede rate cases, City Counselor 
Hay said the payments had mate- 
rially reduced the surplus of the 
company, and that there had been 
no showing of reasonableness of 
the charges. The surplus was ap- 
proximately $11,500,000, according 
to the last annual report of the 
Laclede company. 

The intermediate holding com- 
pany is the Laclede Gas & Electric 
Co., which ts controlled by a par- 
ent holding company, the Utilities 
Power & Light Corporation of Chi- 


o. 
“The holding company fees listed 
by Hay were $98,000 in 1926; $200,- 
000 in 1927; $200,000 in 1928; $217,- 
059 in 1929; $255,958 in 1930; $204,- 
063 in 1981 and $189,829 in 1932. 

R. M. Boyles, an engineer for 
the city, testified he understood 
the holding company fees were not 
being paid this year. 


Boyles reviewed the record of the |. 


numerous Laclede gas rate cases 
before the commission, since its cre- 
ation in 1913. The city sought to 
show by this testimony that the 
commission, in previous cases, had 
granted rate increase applications 
of the company without going 
through the prolonged appraisal 
and valuation proceedings contem- 
plated by the regulatory law, and 
that tentative rate schedules and 
valuations had been ordered with- 
out full investigation. 

The city is seeking reduction of 
the domestic rates immediately, 
pending the completion of a revalu- 
ation of the property by the com- 
mission, under a Supreme Court 
order reversing a $47,000,000 valua- 
tion fixed in 1929. It is expected 
the company will contend that rates 
cannot be adjusted until the revalu- 
ation is completed. The appraisal 
work will be finished the latter part 
of this year. The city is contend- 
ing in this proceeding that the rate- 
making valuation should not exceed 
$28,000,000. 

Boyles testified domestic gas 
rates in St. Louis were higher than 
elsewhere in the State, with the ex- 
ception of 10 small towns, and ex- 
ceeded the rates of an affiliated 
company, the Missouri Natural Gas 
Co., which serves towns in South- 
east Missouri. He said the domestic 
rates were about 18 per cent higher 
than those of the St. Louis County 
Gas Co. The average bill of domes- 
tic users in St. Louis, ‘Boyles said, 
was about $3 a month. 

Testimony for Company. 

Dr. C. E. McGuire of Washington, 
economist and head of the political 
science department of Brookings 
Institute, testified today for the 
company as to increases of price 
levels, and forecast, further ad- 
vances in the general commodity 
field. 

Using 1926 prices as a base, Dr. 
McGuire said there had been an ad- 
vance of about 10 per cent for the 
whole commodity field since the 
end of February and that it ap- 
peared there would be further in- 
creases soon.

BOLIVIA REFUSES TO RESTRICT

Notifies League. Compliance With 
Request in Gran Chaeo Would 
Endanger Its Forces.

GENEVA, July 18—Bolivia de- 
livered a communication to the 
League of Nations today - 
the league’s request to have troops 
adopt a defensive attitude in the 
Gran Chaco area where Bolivia 
and Paraguay are at war. 

The note declares such a course 
would be tantamount to a cessa- 
tion of hostilities which, it said, 
would give the advantage to Para- 
guay and endanger the ~ Bolivian

“While a pacific solution of the 
conflict has hot been reached,” the 
communication said, “the Govern- 
ment and the General Staff alone 
are qualified to decide what atti- 


ruption of the meeting after Roose- 
velt’s July 3 statement declin- 
ing to enter any currency stabili- 
zation agreement.

Picking 
up a copy of the agenda, he. dra- 
matically ran through many 
and declared the conference 
not scratched the surface of the 
world’s problems. ‘The conference 
arust on! 

Hull’s impassioned speech, which 
was supported by Neville Chamber- 
lain, one of the strong men of the 
conference, put the gold bloc on the 
defensive and brought about a cool- 
ing off period in the Steering Com- 
mittee. The net result was a deci- 
sion to continue the conference and 
salvage as much good will as possi- 
ble. 

In an Anomalous Position. 

Hull’s achievemnent was the more 
remarkable, in view of the anoma- 
lous position in. which he was 
placed from the beginning. Always 
his main preoccupation had been 
with the tariff, and he had hoped 
that the conference might effect 
useful lowering of trade barriers 
throughout the world. Even before 
the conference began, however, his 
position was weakened by public 
statements of -Prof. Raymond 
Moley, assistant Secretary of State, 
indicating a decided trend of the 
administration toward economic 
nationalism. : 


of central banking officials of the 
United States, England and France 
regarding currency stabilization.

Such was the status of affairs for 
a week. Then came Prof. Moley, 
with his associate, Herbert Bayard 
Swope, a protege of Bernard Bar- 
uch, and assumed command of the 
temporary stabilization parleys. Es- 
tablishing himself at the American 
embassy, he held private meetings 
with leaders of other delegations. 
Out of these conferenées, not at- 
tended by any of the American 
delegates, came a formula for cen- 
tral bank co-operation in stabiliz- 
ing exchanges. The formula was 
submitted to Roosevelt and Roose- 
velt kicked it out of the window. 

That, so far as the conference 
Was concerned, was the end of 
Moley. Moley said he had been 
simply an agent to transmit the 
formula to the President, but 
Swope was on record ina press 
interview with the statement that 
Moley ardently approved the ar- 
rangement. After a nine-day stay, 
Moley and Swope faded quietly out 
of the ‘picture.

ALEXANDER VAN RENSSELAER 
LAST OF HIS FAMILY, DIES 


Fort Washington ~(Pa.) Philan- 
thropist Descendant of Early 
Dutch Settlers Was 82.

PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—Alex- 
ander Van Rensselaer, sportsman 
and philanthropist, died in a Phil- 
adelphia hospital early today after 
a long illness. He was 82. His home 
was in Fart Washington, Pa. | 

He was a life trustee of Prince- 
ton University, president of the 
board of Drexel Institute and hon- 
orary president of the Philadelphia 
Orchestra Association after 32 years 
as its active head. 

' He was born in Burlington, N. Y. 
In 1898 he married thé former 
Sarah Drexel, daughter of Anthony 
J. Drexel, founder of the banking 
house which bears his name, and 
the widow of John R. Fell, whose 
fortune was estimated to be be- 
tween $35,000,000 and $40,000,000. | 

Mrs. Van Rensselaer died in 1929 
and one of her children, John R. 
Fell Jr., died last winter of a knife 
wound in Java. He was on a hon- 
eymoon cruise around the world 
with his bride, the former Martha 
Ederton. Dutch. officials pro- 
nounced his death accidental. 

Mr.” Van Rensselaer was the last 
survivor of his immediate family. 
He was a descendant of Kiliaen 
Van Rennselaer, who came from 
the Netherlands in the seventeenth 
century and obtained from the In- 
dians a large tract of land in what 
is now New York State.

77,973, REPORT SAYS 


LOS ANGELES, July 18.—Total 
gross receipts for the 1932 Olympic 
games here almost a year ago were 
fixed at $1,483,535 in the 814-page 
official report released today. 

Admissions totaled 1,247,580 over 
the 16-day period from July 30 to 
August 14 last, a daily average of 
77,973.

The greatest single crowd gath- 
ered to see the opening ceremony 
when 101,022 persons filled the me- 
morial coliseum (Olympic Stadium) 
to near capacity. 

Track and field athletics attract- 
ed the largest crowd—427,171~— 
with the receipts totaling $548,-

Simmons isn’t a bit bashful in 
naming the third-place team.

Friends tell me 
the former country is keen for 
boxing and some fan “Down 
Under” (as he signs ,himself) 
has sent me newspapers from 
there with marked matter 
about me in them. My, what 
“roasts” they gave me—why I 
thought, at first, my interpre- 
ter was reading to me from 
an American paper! Monsieur 
See once considered taking me 
to Australia but the plans fell 
through. Then, too, I would 
like to see Japan, where box- 
ing is not yet a popular sport 
but where the average small 
man makes such a wonderful 
warrior. I would also like to 
have a look at China. And 
tour Russia, perhaps, where 
they tell me so many giants 
grow.
